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Hon. Ulr. Smitlic's mission. 

Correspoiidtjiico "in connection with tho 
mission uf Ttli". oiiiitho t<. Ottawa rotating 
to tho eastern boundary of tho province, 
Uhineso immigration ami other questions," 
was laid boforo tho house on Monday. The 
basis of tho controversy, which was cor.- 
duotod with much ability on tho part of 
the province, is fully dot forth in the 
following dispatch: 

Russell House, Ottawa, 

7th March, 1(384. 

Sm, — As you havo doubtless been ofli- 
cially advised, 1 havo come to Ottawa for 
tho purpose of discussing with your Gov- 
ernment, and, if possible, of arranging, 
on a satisfactory basis, several important 
matters affecting tho interests of tho 
Province. of British Columbia. 

Tho location of tho eastern boundary 
of tho Province is imperatively required, 
more particularly in tho vicinity of tho 
line of the Canadian Pacific" 'Railway, 
where valuable mineral discoveries have 
been made which have already attracted 
a number of miners, and which will, it is 
expected, during the present season, 
cause a large influx of population into 
that section of tho Province which is 
drained by the Upper Columbia River. 
Following recent developments, it has 
become necessary to provide for the 
proper maintenance of law and order in 
that region, and it is desirable that there 
should be no doubt as to any question of 
jurisdiction where authority is exercised 
by provincial officers. 

Tho administration 'of Indian alLiirs is 
in anything but a satisfactory condition, 
and radical changes in tho treatment of 
tho aborigines would appear to be neces 
miry. The Indian Act, framed especially 
to provide for tho protection and govern- 
ment of tho native race in Eastern Canada 
and tho North-West Territory, where the 
habits, and customs, and character of the 
people are entirely dissimilar to those 
found among the tribes of British Colum- 
bia, would appear to be in many respects 
quite inapplicable to the Indians in the 
Pacific frovinue. Tho lamentable fail- 
ure to establish an agency at Motlalcahtln 
and tho open resistance of a large body of 
Indians there to the application of the In- 
dian Act to their community is fraught 
with danger to the peace and welfare of 
tho entire Indian population of the North- 
West coast of British Columbia, and in- 
deed to tho whole community in that 
yicinity of white traders and settlers also. 
Tho Indians are wards of tho Dominion 
government, and a conflict between the 
Indian department and the Indians ought 
not to be allowed to continue to the ex 
tent of seriously jeopardising the interests 
of tho white community, or of imposing 
upon the provincial authorities tho neces- 
sity of incurring heavy expenditure for 
tho administration of justice and the 
maintenance of law and order among a 
people who contribute nothing to the pro- 
vincial revenue. The Dominion govern- 
ment have taken tho management, of In- 
dians on tho reserves into their own hands 
and I submit that there must be some- 
thing radically wrong when a number of 
refractory wards, openly and avowedly 
resisting Federal authority, are allowed 
to flaunt with bravado before other tribes 
their successful defiance of tho Indian 
oQice. 

I regret exceedingly to havo learned 
since my arrival that the honorable the 
Privy Council, acting on the report of the 
honorable tho minister of marine and 
fisheries, has refused to concede to British 
Columbia tho reasonable claim preferred 
to participate to some extent in the bene- 
fits accruing under tho Halifax fishery 
award. It is not attempted to bo denied 
that British Columbia has been unfairly 
treated in having been excluded from the 
advantages enjoyed under the treaty by 
other maritime provinces of the Domin- 
ion, of free import of fish and fish oil into 
tho United states. Successive govern- 
ments of Canada have, since the ratifica- 
tion of tho treaty, regarded the refusal of 
United States government to allow free im- 
port of fish and fish oils from British Co- 
lumbia as unjust and illegal. It is there- 
foro difficult to conceive how, admittedly 
taking that view of the matter, and not 
having secured to secured to us the advant- 
ages to which wo are entitled, the govern- 
ment of tho Dominion can fairly deny us 
Bonio compensation for the losses we havo 
continuously sustained through our rights 
under the treaty not having been secured. 
I trust that the claim of British Columbia 
i,n this regard may be reconsidered, and that 



a meed of justice may bo done to a young 
province whose immense fiahury roooarcoB 
require so much at the present time to bo 
developed and protected. 

I would urge upon your government, 
with tho utmost earnestness, tho necessity 
of dealing with the question of Chinese 
immigration in British Columbia. The 
provincial legislature passed several 
measures during the past session upon the 
Chinese question, and it is extremely desir- 
able that the action of the province should 
Ik- approved. It in probably best, as it is a 
question at present only affecting the Pacific 
province, and one which eastern people enu 
scarcely be expected to properly appreciate 
or understand, that tho province of British 
Columbia should be left to regulaten matter 
affecting its own welfare and destiny. 
Should, however, the Federal government 
think it necessary to take the subject in 
hand, than I would urge upon you to re- 
member the action which has been taken in 
all countries where the Chinese evil has 
been experienced. First the Australian 
colonies, and uexl the United Slab s, were 
compelled to take measures to stem the de- 
vastating tide of .Mongol immigration. The 
shores of British Columbia alone are now 
free to tho hordes of Chinese who cross tho 
Pacific, and, in increasing volume, they 
surge in upon the country and carry with 
them the elements of disease and pestilence 
and degradation over the face of the fail- 
land. 

I should be glad to have a conference 
with -yourself and colleagues, at your con- 
venience, upon the above ami other matters 
which 1 desire to submit for your considera- 
tion. I am aware that during tin- session 
of parliament your time is fully occupied, 
but it occurs to me that time may bo saved 
by tho course suggested. 1 have, etc.,

The Bight Honorable Sir John A. Mac- 
donald, K. U. B. , to the Honorable 
William Smitho: 

Ottawa, 10th April, 1884. 

Silt — 1 have the honor to acknowledge 
tho receipt of your favor of tho -1th inst., 
stating tho various questions affecting tho 
interests of your province, which havo 
been the subject uf discussion between 
the government here and yourself, as first 
minister of Kritinli Colnmhia. The re- 
sult of our convocations are considered 
to bo in substance as follows: 

1. With reference to tho eastern bound- 
ary of the province, it was arranged that 
Sir Charles Tapper, the Canadian high 
commissioner in England, should, im- 
mediately on his return, apply to the 
Colonial office for all the information pro- 
curable, relating to the intentions of tho 
imperial government in passing the last 
act fixing the boundary. I understood 
that you would giVe similar instructions 
to Mr. Beoton, your agent, and that that 
gentleman and Sir Charles Tupper might 
act either soparatoly or together, as they 
might think best. If, after these inves- 
tigations, it should bo found that the 
question of location is still a matter of 
doubt, it was agreed that the solution 
should be left to Her Majesty's govern- 
ment, whose decision would be linal. It 
was also arranged that, if it were thought 
necessary, this decision should bo ratified 
by an act of the imperial parliament. In 
the meanwhile, the line laid down on 
what, is comm. idy known as "Trutch's 
map" should bo taken, entirely without 
prejudice, a* the provisional eastern 
boundary of your province. 1 may say 
that a bill has passed the Canadian par- 
liament recognizing this provisional 
boundary, so far as it could do so, which 
now awaits the royal assent. 

'2. 1'ort Moody having been fixed upon 
by the Canadian parliauieut, in the act 
incorporating the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company, as the Pacific terminus of 
that railway, the Canadian government 
havo no claim in any lands in your pro 
vince except those included in what is 
known as thu railway belt under the 
terms of union, and the tract of land 
lately granted east of the Ilocky moun- 
tains. 

3. With respect to what is known as 
thu "Chinese Question," it has been an- 
nounced in parliamnut that, during tho 
coming recess, the government will cause 
an investigation, by commission or other 
wise, to be made into the whole questijii, 
and communication will be had with Her 
Majesty's government as to the treaty 
obligations existing between Knglaild and 
Chinann the subject. Should no impedi- 
ment exist in consequence of such obli- 
gations, tho Canadian government will be 
prepared to submit to parliament, at ils 
next sostion, a measure to restrict or re- 
gulate tho immigration of Chinese into 
Canada. 

■I The Indian troubles at. Metlakahtla, 
on the northwest coast, render theappoiut- 
ment of a stipendiary magistrate neces 
sary for the preservation of peace and 
tho enforcement of law and order. If 
British Columbia will make an appoint- 
ment of a stipendiary magistrate satisfac - 
tory to the government, here, a suitable 
salary will bo provided for him from the 
Dominion treasury, tho payment of such 
salary to be continued so long as in our 
opinion it is necessary. 

5. The Canadian government conceds 
the justice of I he claim of the province to 
collect tho same poll tax from Indians em- 
ployed as laborers in fish canneries, col- 
lieries, and in steam or sailing vessels, or 
on farms not situate within a reserve, or 
engaged in any kind of permanent or 
regular remunerative employment off their 
reserves, in the same manner and to the 
same extent as it may he imposed on other 
inhabitants of the province. 

There is nothing in any Dominion act 
affecting Indians, to exempt them from 
tho payment i f tolls on roads outside of 
their reserves, and they would seem to be 
liable to such tolls, unless protected by 
provincial legislation from their exaction. 

With respect to lines imposed for 
breaches of tho laws prohibiting or regula- 
ting the sale or use of spirituous liquors 
or other intoxicants, the government hero 
will, during the recess, consider that mat- 
ter fully, with tho desire to meet the 
views of the provincial government on tho 
matter. 

I). The minister of nuwine and fisheries 
will, during the vacation, consider and re- 
port upon tho suggestion made by you for 
a survey of the bays, gulfs, and banks, off 
thu island and mainland seaboard of the 
province, with the view to aiding in thu 
development of its fisheries. 

7. With respect to tho disposal of tim- 
ber lands within the Island railway bolt, 
it would Boem that the consent of the 



Island Railway Company having been ob- 
tained to such disposition, there is noth- 
ing to prevent tho provincial government 
from disposing of such timber lands. Wo 
will adopt for this purpose the same pro- 
visions as aro found in clause F of the 
agreement embodied in tho legislation 
here and in British Columbia, concerning 
moneys arising from sales of land in the 
railway belt on the island. 

8. The government bore desiro to 
adhere to tho terms of tho B. 0. settle- 
ment act, passed hist session, by which 
a tract of land in the Peace river country 
was conveyed to tin; Dominion. To selec- 
tion and survey, will bo made with nil con- 
vonieut speed. 

The Dominion government, ns at pres- 
ent advised, is not prepared to carry out, 
as a government work, the Chilliwhack 
and Sumaas dyking scheme.

LABOR AND CAPITAL. 

In a late number of tho Fortnightly 
Review appears an articlu on "The Fu- 
ture of Industry" by Mr Chm-h's Warner, 
discussing tho condition of English work- 
ing men. The "writer says of the history 
of labor in Great Britain: "It presents i\ 
marvellous record of human euonjy, per- 
severance and skill, but it] its moral and 
economical aspect it is unsatisfactory and 
discouraging. He t»oes on to say that 
tho English laborer lua worked, so to 
speak, im chains, and thut he has enjoyed 
but a small portion of tho fruit of his 
labor. Up to 1824 the workman in Eng-» 
laud was absolutely at tho mercy of his 
employer. He was prohibited by penal 
laws from combining for tho purpose of 
raising wages, while his master was per- 
fectly free to unite with others of his 
class for the purpose of lowering them. 
It was not until 1871 that combinations 
of laborers were completely recognized by 
the law of the land. The war between 
capital and labor has boon going on in 
Great Britain for many years with various 
Biiccoss. There have been thousands of 
Htrikes and much money has been lost to 
both the employers and employed. The 
loss to workmen by strikes in ten years 
has been computed to bo £2u',8L2,S00, or 
about §131,000,000. The loss to the 
capitalist has not been nearly so great in 
the same time, it being reckoned at some- 
what less than S"20,000,000. Mr. Warner 
looks upon the SLuU, 000,000 an clear loss 
to both employers and employed, as it 
has been followed by no advantage what- 
ever. He thinks that the damage done 
by these contests has been both moral and 
material, and that they have not brought 
the contending parties any closer together 
or any nearer to a permanent arrange- 
ment than they were before they began. 
This writer then looks about for some 
remedy for this unfortunate state of 
things. Ho believes that co-operation has 
been eminently successful in England. In 
1802 there were in England and Wales 
only -150 co-operative societies for distri- 
buthin, with a membership of 71,502: in 
1883 there wore 1 ,241 societies, number- 
ing 657,403 members. Hut with co- 
operative societies tor the purpose of pro 
duction it has been very di lie rent. .Such 
societies never had a very vigorous ex- 
istence, and of Ute years they have cone 
to a complete standstill. Mr Warner 
therefore does not see in tho co-operation 
of workmen a cure tor the difficulties that 
exist between capital and labor. 14 tit he 
does see a cure for those evils in an al- 
liance or partnership between capital and 
labor. In this partnership ho sees hope 
for the future of industry. Ho would 
have the capitalist and tho workmen 
partners on equitable terms in all manu 
facturing concerns, lie would eliminate 
from such establishments the idea of 
muster and servant, of employers and 
employed. Each man would work for 
himself, receiving a pru mtti share of the 
earnings of the concern. If there was a 
gain he would share in tho profits, and if 
there was a loss he would havo to bear his 
share of tho deficiency. This scheme is 
based upon the principle of partnership 
between tho man who has money to in- 
vest and the men w ho have labor to dis- 
poso of. He believes that when the 
principle is generally recognized and acted 
upon there will be an end ti i all antag- 
onism between capital and labor, that the 
capitalist will get a fair interest on his 
money and a fair share of the profits that 
uro made, and that the workman having 
a direct interest in the well-being of the 
establishment, and knowing that, he is 
working not for others but for himself, 
will labor not only with greater cheerful 
Hess and content hut with increased 
energy. The changes which lie suggests 
would, he believes, "establish the future 
of industry on an enduring basis, would 
increase the prosperity of the country and 
add a beneficent page to the history of 
civilization. " 

JiNOLANJj'S FOREIGN POLICY. 

A great sensation was caused in Lon- 
don on the -1th inst. by reports of extra- 
ordinary activity at. the Portsmouth navy 
yard. It appears that j ust after the rising 
of the cabinet council yesterday, a per- 
emptory despatch from the Admiralty de- 
partment was received at the Portsmouth 
navy depot. It ordered tho immediate 
recall to their ships of all officers and sea- 
men who were absent on leave; and the 
fitting out of a squadron for foreign ser- 
vice nt the earliest possible moment, The 
town of Portsmouth was tlooda^l with 
billots, calling upon the crews to return 
instantly to their vessels, and tho streets 
havo been patrolled by quartermasters, 
boatswains and col p orals, capturing stray 
sailors and marines. The government 
docks were surrounded with crowds of 
sailors' friends and relatives; and as each 
small boat load of men pulled off for the 
vessels of the fleet, the farewells from the 
shoro woro as touching and tearful as 
though the men were just about to take 
part in some desperate engagement. At 
tho admiralty office there was a bustle of 
activity which is wholly unusual for Sun- 
day, and thuro is also an air of impene- 
trable mystery. The sleepy and vene- 
rable ushers were reinforced by policemen 
of tho Metropolitan force, and even after 
this double guard has been passed by en- 
terprising reporters, they found the clerks 
resolutely silent. It is certain, however, 
ths»t a more vigorous foreign policy has 
been agreed upon in the prolonged cabi- 
net councils. As to what quarter of the 
earth or ocean this new vigor is to be 
directed there is a great divergence of 
opinion. All sorts of rumors were in cir- 
culation, and somu of the more trust- 
worthy of them are as follows: One is to 
tho effect that England is going to make 
a determined resistance to the acquisition 
of any part of New Guinea by Germany, 
and thus maintain tlio rights tvhich are so 
strenuously urged by Australia. Another 
is that the (loot, is to expel the French 
from the New Hebrides, in order to main- 
tain the neutrality of those islands. Still 
another is that the men-of-war are to bo 
sent to tho southern coast of Africa to 
dispute Germany's claim to St. Lucia bay, 
nnd to assert the validity of Sir H. E. 
Uulwer's annexation of that region. In 
support of the last-named theory, it is re- 
marked that Col. Sir Charles Warren, who 
■was sent to Cape Colony at tho head of a 
large expedition to chastise the Hour free- 
booters, and who arrived at Cape Town 
juHt a month ago, has done nothing yet 
towards carrying out the ostensible pur- 
pose of his expedition. It. is suggested 
that ho may be under orders toco-operate 
with the English fleet at St. Ltieia, and 
that Zululanrl, instead of Becliuanalnnd, 
will be tho scone of the next struggle in 
.Southern Africa. 



A REDEEM ED TOWN. 

The return of Mr. Rithet as mayor and 
a majority of councilmon who are pledged 
to cleanse and drain the city, revise the 
assessment roll and institute a thorough 
and sweeping reform in every department 
of the municipal government, furnishes 
cause for congratulation and thankfulness. 
It was absolutely impossible that the state 
oi things under the present mayor and coun- 
cil could have continued for a not her twelve- 
month without destroying the good name 
o." the city as a health rosortttnd plunging 
its finances into disorder if not bank- 
ruptcy. The town is redeemed. The 
ratepayers have put forth their strength 
and placed oapab'e and public spirited men 
in all the positions. We cast no reflec- 
tions upon the defeated candidates when 
we say that tho verdict of tho popular 
ju'yis a ju3t and fortunate one. Mr. 
Rithet's majority over Mr. 'Fell is 99. 
His plurality over both Mr. Fell and Air. 
Carey is 21. Tho successful candidates 
may well be proud of the vote which has 
placed them in positions of trust and re- 
sponsibility where they can advance tho 
interests of their fellow-citizens by inaug- 
urating a thorough policy of reform. It 
would bo a graceful act if the ratepayers 
who hold the city seal should present it 
to the mayor and councillors elect, so that 
it may be used when the ceremony of 
swearing in takes placo on Monday next.

that good will to mon which the angels 
heralded. 

The elders, assisted by a large number of 
the women, who subscribed liberally to 
purchase carpets, did much towards im- 
proving the internal arrangements of the 
church, nnd while the absence of Mr. 1 tun- 
can was everywhere felt and lamented, 
there was a quiet determination on the part 
of nil to have a happy and cheerful \nias 
and New Year. A number of Ninas enrols 
were carefully prepared by some of the best 
singers, to lie sung after midnight of Xinas 
eve. Bishop Ridley started an opposition 
body of singers, but the good sense of the 
village and their determination not to be 
annoved, enabled I Item by a skilful amalga- 
mation to almost entirely overcome tin- evil 
effects of such an uncharitable move. 
Nearly all the bouses in tho village were 
lighted up, andjhere were transparencies in 
front of the church and mission In. use. 
The singing was good, though it_ was no 
light tax upon the singers In sing all 
through the village for more than three 

hours with the thormomotor nt 12 Fahr. 

At noon on Xmas day Ihe large church 
was nearly full, notwithstanding the cold. 
The collection fi ir general church exji«nses, 
and helping the aged and sick, amounted 
to over S137. After tho service the day- 
was spent in wishing one another the eoni- 
plimtlits of the season and in happy family 
gatherings. 

The interval between Ninas and New 
Year's tlay was chiefly oc< upied by the 
election and reordering of the various 
native bodies and companies. The election 
of elders came first. These arc a body of 
20 chosen for their Christian and upright 
walk. They have charge of the church 
building and attend to the lighting, Sc. 
In their turn they take part in the services, 
visit the poor, the infirm and the sick, and 
take cognizance of all matters itifectiug tho 
spiritual and moral progress of the place. 
Every male resident Christian of full age 
has a vote in this election, Then came the 
election of councillors. These are elected 
for one year, but are eligible for re-election. 
This body numbers 50 active members, be- 
sides several others Who have dune good 
service in former years, but who are now 
too feeble to take an active part, and who 
are elected ns a mark of respect for their 
past services. This election takes place in 
the large village ball ; every male resilient 
of age lias a vote. All tho voters are ar- 
ranged round the ball with their laces to 
the wall and their bauds behind their backs. 
The names of those nominated for coun- 
cillors are called out one by one. As soon 
as a name is called out anyone disapprov- 
ing of him closes his hand. 'Those who 
approve keep their hands open. The 
number of closed hands is the numb ir of 
those who disapprove of his election. 
When all the names have been called out, 
those of whom twenty or more have dis- 
approved are struck out and the list of 
thoso elected called over and they take 
their places as the new council. Thus, 
in the absence of ballot papers, silently 
and secretly an unsuitable man can be re 
jected, and yet not kll >w by whom he 
was rejected. Notwithstanding Ihe many 
attempts which have been made by those 
who ought to know better, to belittle and 
despise the council, it is more than 
probable that no other town council more 
thoroughly represents the electors or bad 
a deeper interest in the general welfare 
of this town. The village watchmen, or 
vigilance company as they are styled, 
also were chosen. These are a body of 
over forty able bodied young men wdio 
voluntarily offer themselves and solemnly 
promise in tho presence of the council to 
obey them and follow their instructions 
for maintaining order in the settlement. 
They are under tho guidance of a man 
who for nearly twenty years was an active 
and reliable native constable. 

Tho conduct of this body during the 
past year, under very trying and difficult 
circumstances, has been most exemplary, 
so thut even Mr. Elliott, with all his con- 
tempt for these sliavi constables, as they 
have been termed in derision, has been 
unable to fasten on one flaw to gratify his 
disdain, 'file village brass band, too, were 
re-organized, new members admitted and 
now pieces practiced, so that a marked 
improvement has taken placo in its pro- 
grammes. Both the regular and junior 
lire brigades were overhauled anil prac- 
ticed. These two brigades unitedly num- 
ber over 100 members. Amid thesegruver 



duties time was found for soveral large 
feasts and many smaller, though not less, 
pleasant gatherings. 

A midnight service was hold on New- 
Year's Evo, when a second collection was 
taken, which amounted to £30. On Now 
Year's morning were heard the bugle calls 
for the various bodies and companies to 
meet, und at the sound of the church bell 
they ullassembled in thechurch. The elders, 
the council with their badges of utlice, the 
vigilance company, brass baud and firemen 
in uniform, each in their several places, 
and then the congregation, all assembled 
to woiship and ask the help of that God 
who in his mercy und love had called them 
from heathen darkness into Christian light. 
After the service all assnmbled in front of 
the church and marched through the village 
in procession, with tho band playing and 
the tings Hying. After inarching all assem- 
bled on the village square, the band played 
"Clod Save the Qlieou, " and three cheers 
were given for Her Majesty, Metlakabtla, 
the various companies, and last but not 
least, Ml 1 . Duncan, after which the assem- 
bly broke up and betook themselves to 
their several homes. 

The council met in the afternoon and re- 
ceived tho premises of tho new members of 
the vigilance company, and transacted 
some other general business. Tho lire 
brigade practised until darkness setting in 
drove theui to their homes, where tho even- 
ing passed cheerfully ami pleasantly. If 
some of those wdiose duty it is at the 
present time to decide what steps should 
bt- taken to put a stop to the troubles could 
have been with us for the past two or three 
weeks and have seen how these people, in a 
most trying positiou and in tho absence of 
their revered teacher, strove to advance 
their best interests spiritually, morally and 
socially, it might have opened their minds, 
now poisoned by calumnies and slanders 
dictated by pride or personal spite, to the 
fact that a policy of threats or coercion is 
not the one which even common sense 
would point out as likely to be successful. 
The last service on the first Sunday in the 
new yeai was over, and the people iveri. 
about retiring for tin- night, when lo the 
surprise and delight of all Mr. Duncan ar- 
rived, lie bail had a rather stormy passage 
in the Teaser, but arrived all safe ami look- 
ing well, lie iaet with a most hearty re- 
ception. t>n Monday morning he met the 
people in the village hall at the vigilance 
company's feast, and gave them u short 
epitome of what had passed since his de- 
parture. Tho live prisoners Were also 
welcomed with warmth and looked upon as 
martyrs in a small degree for the public 

good' 

The bishop's party havo mi tiered a fur- 
ther dec-iease in the defection of another 
whole family from the few who still (ding 
to the Kpiseupal apron strings. The head 
of this family is the man about the pulling 
down of whose house Dr. Powell ciiuio on 
board II. M.S. Heroine in December, litS'i. 
This chief, no! having gained what be ex- 
pected by his adherence to the bishop, and 
bvhi" faith; r chagrined by Dr. Powell's 
entire neglect to fulfill his promise to send 
him $'25 as compensation for his losses, 
asked sonic of his relatives and fellow- 
tribesinen resident at Fort Simpson, to come 
for him. They came nt his call and have 
taken him to Fort Simpson to reside then 1 
and join the Methodists, so little has affec- 
tion for the Church ol England to do with 
the existence of the bishop's party. The 
bishop's party small as it is, had made 
some efforts for a die play at the Christinas 
season, especially in a proposed feast on 
the marriage of one of the party with a 
Fort Simpson man. The arrangements for 
this wedding fell through, and in such n 
way an to cause shame and disappointment 
to the party, so that they kept themselves 
so much shut up that their existence at nil 
was hardly apparent.

EUROPE 
London, .Ian. 14, — Advices From 
.Melbourne state that, popular opinion 
in Australia continues greatly agita'.ed 
in view of the rece..t German annexa- 
tion of New Guinea antl the adjacent 
islands. Mass meetings to protest 
against foreign annexations in the Pa- 
cific are of every tlay occurrrenca Shire 
and borough councils likewise take oc- 
cftssion to record their protest, and the 
press of the country without, a dissent- 
ing voice, is engaged day after day in 
a vigorous ami einphathic denunciation 
of all foreign attempts to gain afoot- 
hold in Australia. It, is certain that 
Australia is thoroughly aroused against 
the present policy of the British coloni- 
al office. 

London, Jan. 14. — The polico have 
ascertained that ('apt.. Thomas Phelan 
lived in Sheffield in 1883, and openly 
avowed himself an agent of O'Donovau 
Uossa. lie always dressed well, wear- 
ing a dillercrit suit of clothes every day, 
and seemed to be constantly supplied 
with money. He had a large quantity 
of luggage, including a dressing case 
containing silver and ivorv toilet re- 
quisites. He denounced the murder of 
Lord Fredrick Cavendish and Under 
Secretary llurko, saving that it was a 
bad plan. I!ut when James Carey turn- 
ed informer against the assassins, he 
(Phelan) cursed the informer and ut- 
tered vague threats of vengeance. Pho- 
bia's acquaintances in Sheffield retnem- 
b :red this fact when Carey was slain 
by O'Donnell, and they believe Phelan 
had something to do with planning 
Carey's taking off. 

London, Jan. 11. — The Queen and 
Princess Beatrice will go to Germany 
in March, and then will remain on the 
continent three weeks 

At Liverpool the failure of tho large 
firm of Rouse, West it Co., cotton 
brokers, is announced. The amount of 
their liabilities on cotton exchange is 
30,000. 

London, Jan. 14. — English officials 
laugh at tho story published to-day in 
the 'Temps, of Paris, to the effect that 
El Mahdi had accepted the terms of a 
compromise offered by Gen. WoJesley, 
ami that the expedition for tho relief 
ol Cen. Gordon was to be unopposed 
in a march to Khartoum. 

Vienna, Jan. 11. — A dispatch frsm 
Chomowitz, Austria, states that a seri- 
es of land slips are occurring on a hill 
behind the cathedral in that town. A 
building adjacent to the cathedral has 
been buried, ami the cathedral, which 
cost §0,000,000, is in great danger.

ENGLAND. 
London, Jan. 15 — Tho town hall at 
Warmister, in Wiltshire, was partly 
wrecked by the explosion of dynamite last 
night. Several houses in tho neighbor- 
hood were badly shakon and many win- 
dows shattered. Several persons were 
thrown to the ground by tho violonco of 
the shock. Reports of the explosion were 
heard for two miles around the town hall, 
and great excitement was caused until it 
was ascertained that no one was seriously 
hurt. Pieces of tin tubing, which had 
apparently contained tho fuse, woro found 
near the scene. Two suspicious looking 
strangers were noticed loitering nuar tho 
town hall during the afternoon and tho 
polico are searching for them. Thus far 
no arrests have been made. 

CANADA. 

Ottawa, Jan. 15 — The decision of tho 
Supreme court declaring the Dominion 
license act, otherwise known as tho Mc- 
Carthy Act, unconstitutional and there- 
fore null and void, has created great sur- 
prise among government supporters. 
There is great satisfaction throughout tho 
province of Ontario at tho result, which 
will be shared in by tho other provinces, 
as all were interested in opposing tho 
centralizing policy of the Ottawa govern- 
ment. The inspectors are returning the 
fees collected for licenses. Tho attempt 
of Sir John to deprive the legislatures of 
the licensing power, will prove immensely 
expensive, as tho wholo army of officials 
will have to be paid out of the Dominion 
exchequer. 

Ottawa, Jan. 15. — News has been re- 
ceived that Doyle, of Ottawa, of the 
Canadian Nile expedition, was drowned. 
This makes eight members of tho expedi- 
tion lost. 

Halifax, Jan. 15.— At a meeting of 
those interested in fisheries, held at. liar 
rington this afternoon, a resolution was 
passed requesting the Dominion govern- 
ment to take immediate steps to secure a 
reciprocity treaty between the States and 
Canada on terms immediately advantage- 
ous, and in the event of the proposition 
not being entertained by the Washington 
government, that the revenues of Canada 
be plodged, and the assistance of Eng- 
land asked to protect our resident Bailor - 
men within the three mile limit, and pre- 
vent any infringement of these privileges 
by fishermen sailing under tho American 
Hag.

GERMANY. 
London, Jan. 15. — The Berlin corre- 
spondent of the I'all Mall Gazette says 
that Germany has rejected the proposal 
regarding Kgyptian finances recently sub- 
mitted to the powers by England, and ac- 
cepted tho counter proposal submitted by 
France. 

Bi'.ki.in, Jan. 15. — The Prussian land- 
lag was opened to ciay with customary 
formalities and speeches. Emperor Wil- 
liam was the important feature of tho 
opening ceremonies. Tho speech was 
road by an officer. The speech stated that 
tho financial condition of Prussia is satis- 
factory. The surplus of revenue over ex- 
penditures for I h 9 year 1884 has been de- 
voted towards paying off the public rail- 
way debt. It whs estimated that the 
surplus for tho year 1885 will not bo suf- 
ficient to meet the increased contribution 
demanded off Prussia for the Empire. 

CENTRAL AMERICA, 
Panama! Jan. 15. — A most alarming 
condition of affairs prevails throughout 
tho republic, and a general conflict is im- 
minent, Civil war is under way in Cundi 
atnorica, Boyuca, Sautander and Magda- 
lene, and seems about to break out in 
Caucor. Heavy fighting has already 
taken place in the interior. Tho radical 
party has joined the fraction of conserva- 
tives, and aro endeavoring to turn out 
the liberal governments in the different 
states, which are the strongest supporters 
of the government of President Nunez. 
If successful they wdll unite tho states 
they hold and elTect tho overthrow of tho 
goneral government. Severe skirmishes 
occurred in Sautander and Buyaca, and a 
cable this morning says a battle has taken 
place at Tunja, in Boyac.t, in which the 
federal forces wore defeated. A com- 
mander-in-chief, (Jen. Monti/Jar, and 
another general were killed. 

FRANCE. 

Paris, Jan. 15. — A terrible colliery 
explosion occurred to- day in a coul mine 
at Lioven, in Pas De Calais, France. At 
tho timu of the calamity there wuro fortu- 
nately but -18 men in the mine. All these 
were entombed. Twenty-eight dead 
bodies so far have been brought up from 
the mine. It is behoved none of tho men 
in the colliery escaped instant death. 

London, Jan. 15. — A dispatch from Paris 
to tho Exchango Telegraph Co. says au 
anarchists' plot has been discovered at 
Lyons. Tho plot contemplated the seizure 
by night of arms belonging to tho rifle 
society and immediate declaration of revo- 
lution. 

EASTERN STATES. 
l'lTTKiiun, dan. 15. — Rumors are current 
on the street with regard to the urubnrrns- 
mcnt of the firm of Olivor Bros, and Phil- 
lips, lending iron manufacturers in this city. 
Keports placo the liabilities at §50,000,- 
000(V); but members of the firm say the 
assols are more than sufficient to meet all 
claims. 

New York, Jan. 15. — John J. Cisco & 
Co., the big bankers, assigned late this after- 
noon. Liabilities aro stated at $500,000. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Jan. 15. — The British foreign 
office to-day made public tho texts of both 
the English and French proposnlH for tho 
settlement of the Egyptian thiaucial ques- 
tion. A comparison of tho proposals show 
that they were correctly anticipated by the 
Paris Temps. With but a single, exception 
the Temps was entirely accurate respecting 
tbo French proposal; but those of England 
contain an additional clause. This pro-

ENGLAND. 

LONDON, dan. 15. — A sensation was 
caused in London to-day by the publica- 
tion of the confession of M. Schotz, one of 
the principal witnesses against Lawes, 
sculptor, in the libel suit brought against 
him by sculptor Belt last winter. The 
case ended in the court of appeals March 
17th, 1884, in which the verdict of tho 
lower court awarding plaintiff £10,000 was 
affirmed. It will bu remembered that 
Belt expected Lawes' father, who is rich 
and had always patronized his son's pro- 
fession, would save him from arrest by 
paying whatever damages were awarded; 
but both Lawes and Ins father regarded 
the verdict as grossly unjust and the elder 
Lawes refused to recognize it while the 
son to escape had made himself judicially 
declared bankrupt. ScllotZ now confesses 
that all his testimony which was amongst 
the most material for plailltiH was per- 
jured and tho result id a conspiracy en- 
tered into by him and oilier witnesses for 
the purpose ol 'securing a share in the 
heavy damages. Schotz's confession was 
read to the court during examination into 
Lawes' ulleged»biiiikruptcy. In it Schotz 
claims to be the author of "belt's Shetcbes 
and Models," and asserts that ho and 
another witness and Belt agreetl to divide 
tho damages awarded. Schotz states that 
his time-book, produced during the trial, 
was a fabrication. 

London, dan. 15. — At Birmingham to- 
day 5,000 persons out of employment 
adoptod a resolution asking tho corpora- 
tion to luruish t ti e in wilb employment. 
A procession later inarched through tho 
Htreots and halted before a bakery and 
shouts of "break in I" were heard. An 
Aatisan who stole a loaf id bread was 
promptly arrested, Much comment is 
made by working classes, and it is feared 
violence will he resorted to. 

EASTERN STATES. 

New York, dan. 15.— The Herald 
cables an editorial from a London paper 
on Grant, which calls him a modern 
Celisarius, and says; "From lighting the 
enemies of his country he has turned to 
light Wall street's beasts. Napoleon 
Watching the sunset across the Atlantic 
was not half so acute a sn Merer as Grunt 
receiving his banners and badges of con- 
i|Uest from the hands of tho inonoy King." 
Provincial papers make the kindest refer- 
ences both to Grant and Vanderbilt. All 
the papers are paying id late unusual at- 
tention to American affairs. 

ClilCAUO, Jan. 15.— A. I!. Campbell, 
claiming to be a nephew of Sir Alexander 
Campbell, Canadian minister of justice, is 
being held in secret custody here by J. E. 
Stuart, Canadian government special 
agent, on a charge of robbing the Domin- 
ion mails to a heavy amount, The 
prisouer, who is aged "JO, and recently re 
signed a responsible position in the Cana- 
dian mail service, was arrested Wednes- 
day in the Open Hoard of Trade, and has 
since boon locked up in a private 
room. For a long time the dis- 
appearance of largo sums puzzled 
Canadian officials and secret service de- 
tectives seemed unavailing. The fuel 
of Campbell gambling and speculating 
hero on a largo scale was the tirst shadow 
of a clue. It is charged also that Camp 
bell, by chemical process, effaced marks 
of cancellation from great numbers of old 
bank notes which had been entrusted to 
tho mails, and since his arrival in Chicago 
has obtained their original value in Amer- 
ican currency. When arrested he had 
81,800 on his person. Extradition papers 
aro expected to-morrow. 

GERMANY. 

Bulimy, dan. 15.— In the reichstag 
during the discussion on the bill for the 
adoption of a law for the protection of 
workillgmon, Bismarck declared it was 
impossible to fix a normal working 
day, and asked how a wnrkiugman could 
bo indemnified for the hours labor thus 
lost f He said employers would be unable 
to indemnify their men with conducting 
their business at a loss. A norma! work- 
ing day would, he said, involve a reduc- 
tion of wages, and even if feasible it 
would bo necessary to erect, a Chinese 
wall around Germany and prevent the 
importation of foreigh productions. 

Berlin, Jan. 15. — A squadron consist- 
ing of ono iron-clad and four gunboats aro 
about to be sent by the German admiralty 
to reinforce Commander Knurr's Hoot off 
tho west const of Africa, and complete 
suppression of the revolt of Cameroon's 
natives. 

Berlin, Jan. 15. — Estiinntes of revenue 
and expenditure for the ensuing year bal- 
anced at 1,207,725,000 marks; but owing to 
an increase in the contribution of Prussia 
to the government of the empire there will 
bo a deficit of 22,05(1,000 marks. 

Bkbi.in, Jan, 15. — The German consul at 
Cameron's is literally besieged with letters 
from young Germans settling that colony. 

MEXICO. ' 
Mexico, Jan. 15. — Portions of tho now 
stamp law are not received with satisfaction, 
especial objection being made to the high 
tax on imported wines and lhpiurs, uamoly, 
10 per cent. On imported tobacco the 
manufacturers complain because they are 
compelled to stamp manufactured tobacco 
when sold, even although such sales aro al- 
most Invariably on long time, causing the 
seller much expeuso. 

EGYPT. 

KoiiTt, Jan. 15.— Gen. Stewart's forces 
roachod Howajatt wells on Saturday 10th 
nnd obtained a supply of water and rosum- 
od tho march to Gakdul. A detachment of 
the Essex regiment will remain at the gar- 
rison at Howajatt where a fort and 
hospital has boon erected. The few natives 
in tho vicinity of Howajatt appear friendly. 
Col. Burnnbie with convoy of grain, joined 
Gen. Stewart at Gakdul on the 13th inst., 
nnd will accompany the expedition to Met- 
amnoh. 

London, Jan. 1C— The Standard's 
correspondents send tho following dis- 
patch from Howajatt: "Difficult desert 
march. An immense column starts at 2 
a. in. and the march continues the whole 
day. \Vo aro going to Gakduo via VVadg 
Haifa wells, when wo hope to find suffi- 



cient water for men and camels. A small 
party left at Howajatt was fired into ono 
night, hut otherwise we hate not been 
molested. Small parties of Arabs wearing 
tho Mahdi's uniform aro roaming over 
the desert. Some sell us sheep and as- 
sert there aro only a few rebels at Me- 
tamneh. It is very trying for the camels, 
who are 00 hours without water. Tin- 
men aro allowed only two pints daily of 
water in a condition resembling pea 
soup. Soldiers freely idler a dollar for a 
tumblerful. 

CALIFOBN1 \. 
San Fiunuisco, Jan. 15.— liov. Dr. W. 
A. Scott, the venerable pastor of St. 
John's Presbyterian church, died at a 
late hour last night. 

Depression in Trade. 

Ottawa, Out.,. Ian. Hi.-— Canada is by 
no means exempt from the depression in 
trade which appears to be gathering in all 
parts of the world. For months past the 
official returns published by the Do nin- 
ion government, showing the condition of 
banks acting under the Dominion charters, 
have indicated a steady increase in over 
duo debts held by the several banks. A 
further evidence of the depressed state of 
trade ifi furnished in the returns of busi- 
ness failures in the Dominion and New- 
foundland during the year just closed. 
While, as compared with ISS:;, the num- 
ber of failures was not quite as large, 
thore was a Ktartbng increase- in the 
amount of liabilities. In 1883 there were 
1 ,384 failures.

Ho said 
every one know that under tho tonus of 
union the province was bound to give 
twenty inilos of country on oach sido of 
tho Canadian Pacific railway to tho 
Dominion, and that in 1880 an act had 
been passed by the legislature conveying 
to tho Dominion government a forty mile 
bolt of land from English Bay to tho 
Rocky Mountains. From that date till 
.sometime last winter it had been held 
that the land forty miles in width from 
English Bay eastward was under control 
of Canada under that act. During tho 
discussion on the railway resolutions in 
tho Dominion parliament, tho Minister 
of Railways announced that in so far as 
the government were concerned, the ter- 
minus of the road had been located at 
Port Moody. This announcement was 
followed by an application on behalf of 
the province for tho land west, of that 
point which had been conveyed to Canada 
conditionally in 1880. Hon. gentlemen 
could sec for themselves from the corres- 
pondence how guarded in his language 
Sir John Macdonald was when he referred 
to the matter in his letter of the 10th of 
April last. Ho (Mr. Smithe) thought 
thoro was a significance in that 
guarded language which it .-nig!.,' 
bo well to bear in mind. Sir 
John Macdonald had verbally told 
him that the provincial government were 
at liberty to deal with tho lands west of 
Port Moody aa they might doom ex- 
pedient, and tho Dominion government 
woro at the present time quite cognizant 
of the arrangement between tho provincial 
government and tho syndicate. It should 
not be forgotten, however, that it would 
only require that tho Dominion should 
decide to extend tho lino to English Bay 



in order to secure all the land in tho 
Burrard Inlet peninsula and twenty miles 
on each side thereof, in which evout the 
expected large revenues from tho sale of 
the lands now in the local government's 
hands to deal with would vanish like 
thin air. The Dominion treasury would 
be enriched, while the province would bo 
left out in the cold, a poor starveling. 
Tho hon. gentleman recounted in detail 
tho interviews and correspondence be- 
tween Mr. Van Home and himself, show- 
ing that the application came first from 
the syndicate, and that the government 
had simply seized tho opportunity which 
offered in the most unhoped for way of 
securing a large revenue to the province, 
while at lliu same tune they were aiding 
the Canadian Pacific syndicate by a grant 
of land which they themselves would 
make valuable. There were over twenty 
thousand acres now in the hands of tho 
province within tho Burrard Inlet penin- 
sula, 0,000 of that 't was proposed to givo 
to the company on the conditions specified 
in the correspondence, tho remaining 
11,000 would bo for salo, and would 
realize such prices that the province would 
be made comparatively rich for years to 
come and be in a position to aid in tho 
opening up and development of tho re- 
sources of the country, as could bo done 
in no other way and by no othor means. 
We could , securo the extension of the 
railway with all its attendant advantages 
for the grant of an area of laud not much 
more than onu hundredth part of that 
which was conveyed to Canada without a 
murmur in 18S0 for exactly tho same con- 
sideration, and which wo would bo com- 
pelled to give again in spite of ourselves, 
if the Dominion guvurnmeut should choose 
to change its mind and locate tho railway 
twenty miles furl her instead of leaving it 
to be dune by tho syndicate. Tho hon. 
gentleman explained how much tho Do- 
minion government would have to gain iu 
a pecuniary sense if they should do this. 
He had no doubt that it was nothing hut 
the fooling— in tho face of tho $30,000,- 
000 which was being asked from parlia- 
ment at the lime — that it would be well 
to say that the government were not in- 
curring any expense for building a singlo 
mile of road more than the terms of 
union required, which induced tho min- 
iser of railways to announce that Moody 
was the terminus so far as the government 
were concerned. Anyone could see that 
the Dominion government had relin- 
quished an opportunity to glean a rich 
harvest of revenue, and if by any chance 
tho arrangement entered into between the 
provincial government and the syndicate 
should fall through, there would he a 
mighty temptation to the Dominion to 
take the thing in hand and securo all tho 
land, and he was most emphatically of 
opinion that Sir John's guarded language 
before referred to was simply to leave tho 
door open lor that course to bo adopted 
if necessary. As the resolution would 
come up in a few days he would resorve 
any further remarks until that occasion. 

On motion of lion. Mr. Smithe the house 
adjourned until 2 o'clock Monday.

An Interesting ISiul^ct from tin: 
Metropolis of the World. 

A London cable letter says:The sale 
of Syston Park Library began yester- 
day and wijl continue through the 
next week. 1 1 contains numerous rare 
books, many in bad condition, iuclud- 
the first folio of Shakspearo, the tallest 
.copy known, but with a fabricated title. 
A Ma/.arin Bible, far inferior to the 
Perkins copy, was sold to-day for .£.'!,- 
1)00, the largest price ever paid for a 
printed book. Mr. Qunritch was tho 
buyer, it is understood on commiss 
ion. 

Lord Tennyson's "Thomas a' Uock- 
et," published on Tuesday, is copiously 
reviewed. There is ample recognition 
of his still brilliant poetical powers, 
but his greatest admirers hardly venture 
ti) say that the poem possessos great 
dramatic quality. 

There is a pause in the London 
amusement, few of the theatres ventur- 
ing on novelties as the interlude of 
pantomimes approaches, but tho liter- 
ary world is very busy.
